Cut for Draft 
Totals Slated, 
Official Says 

WASHINaTON. March 28 flit ^ 
Draft cans will ease off In July, a 
Pentagon manpower expert said to- 
day. 

MaJ.-Qcn. &. C. Lynch, chief of 
the defense department's office of 
manpower requirements, said to an 
tatervlow that prese^it plans call for 
4SO,000 men to be drafted In the 
fiscal ycaf starting July I. 

This would mean an average of 
37,600 men drafted monthly— or 
about 13,600 less than tho monthly 
average mototalned during tho cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

With lower draft calls. Lynch said 
the cation should be "roughly to 
balance on manpower" with enough 
men to tho draft pool to meet mili- 
tary demands without drastic 
changes in deferment policies. 

Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. Henhey had sold previously a 
general tlgtttcntog of deferment poli- 
cies would be neceuary to meet fu- 
ture quotas It draft catts continued 
running at a rate of about 60,000 a 
month. , 

The reason for the tapertog off of 
draft calls is that the turnover' of 
military personnel Is entering an off 
year, based on the cycle of the two- 
year draft term. With a high num- 
ber of men toducted In the first year 
after tho outbreak of tho Korean, 
wor, the need for replacing them 
rccure every two years, pushtog up 
draft calls to the alternate years. 
The tough year is about over, and 
the easier one Is coming up.

Georgl Malenkov 
has officially donned the lato 'dictator's 
mantle.

■ Tti9 very msffnltude of Stalin's power, en- 
hanced by the myth of his unsurpassed great- 
ness and perfection, meant that none of the 
competitors for his place could- have any- 
thhis like his stature so long as he lived. 

Stalin wa muter ot the Communist party, 
the Soviet BOTsmment, the secret police and 
the red army. 

MalenkoT, his designated successpr, is pre- 
sumed nuuiter only of the party and govern- 
ment mschlneo'. T^is 1> no minor advantagCi 
.but It Is not what StaUn had, Molenlcov rules 
by agreement of MolotoT, Berla (secret police) 
and Bolgonln (army) , all of whom were only 
slightly below their new leader in preferment 
when Stalin died. 

Very possibly this agreement was arrived 
at in advance, to give outward appearance 
both to the Russians 'and the world of a 
smooth, orderly trtusttlon. But as we have 
2een, the appearance Is deceptive. 

Malenkov wlU not be Stalhi until he has 
made Berla, Molotov and Bulganln his ab- 
solutely faithful servants. To achieve that 
he will have to crush them as individual 
'power facton, or they will have to yield 
their ambitions. 

Nor win Milei)koT be Stalin' until he has 
buUt a Malenkov myth. This will 'not be 
1} sccoinpllshed'ln i-mcfmontrlf-it-can-be-at- 
alL For years the new Soviet boss has spent 
his time executing or transmitting Stalin's 
decisions. He Is' not today a prime decision- 
maker, 

HVhat can Ualenkcyv do to create a legend 
for* himself? Obviously, at the minimum he 
must hold what Btalln acquired. II China or 
any ol the satelUtes should weaken the ties 
of the Soviet empire, Malenkov will be marked 
a failure.

It Malenkov cannot pfess his rivals Into 
genuine subservluice, U he cannot construct 
a nav myth around himself, then his present 
hold on the Soviet leadership win slip, and 
the reins of real power will pass to a stronger 
competitor. 

STATJIBOOD yOR HAWAU? 

Having watched the V. s. house twice 
before approve a statehood. bill to no avail, 
the people of Hawaii may be forgiven for 
keeping their flnser* crossed this third time. 

Senate pronects for the house-endorsed 
measure must tie viewed^ cautiously. A coali- 
tion of north»m and spuQiem Democrats 
seems to be ihiplng up In opposition and 
there Is no evy ouurancB of final passage. 

There Is no point here. In cataloguing all 
the various arguments being raised against 
Hawaiian statehood. Moat are long since fa- 
miliar, and most appear to have little va- 
lidity. 

Perhaps the least vaild Is the cry that 
nothing should be done about Hawaii unless 
Alaska's case is advanced at the same time, 
PoliUcal motives may well he behhid Re- 
publican delay In handling Democratic Alas- 
ka. But there is no Irrevocable Jinking of the 
two statehood petitions. 
- Hawaii's bid ought not to be prejudiced by 
the foot-dragging on Alaska. Hawaii has a 
population ol roughly half a mUUon and an 
economy suHlclently varied and robust to 
support state govemmcnt. 

Alaska has a population base of Just 100,000. 
and a much slimmer economic foundation 
than Hawaii. To be sure, many states made 
their way into the Union with no stronger 
position. Yet'thsre may be some' merit in 
holding off at least a while on Alaska. 

In any event, Hawaii's case, like any other 
such appeal, ought to be considered wholly 
on Its own merits. And those appear to be 
high. The Hawaiian people are ready for 
statehood. They have requested It Innumera- 
ble times, niey should hare It— this year. 
The .aenate's task In the matter la thoroughly

And the legis- 
latures, the courtd and the press 
have been so apstbetlo toward abuse 
of rank and file workers by the ot- 
fJdalj of ifbolr unions, that there 
Is ho reosoh to expect any livelier 
lympathy for us. 

I hope I do not aeon Unduly aorry 
for myself but, to the extent that 
I am a stockholder In American 
buslnesJ. I feel severely put-upon. 
We slockholdcn buy our shores out 
of savings which arc the small trac- 
tion of our income, earned by our 
toll, which remains aftcf we have 
paid high taxes and expenses. 



It Is strange but true that a po- 
litical administration which pro- 
teaed to be soUdtous for imdeipald 
workers was equally olert to snatch 
away so much In taxes after It had 
forced the employer to pay them 
more. Bo, If It bo granted that, as 
Harry Truman anld, the American

Isa true that he never worked so 
much of his time for the treasury. 

Many stockholders of our big cor- 
porations are employes of the com- 
panies and thus were forgotten men 
at the some time the Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations were help- 
ing the unions to get more money 
for them. As workers, many of these 
men and women are enthusiastic 
unionists. Bt^t stockholders have no 
feeling of mutuality.

ThcoreUcally, Uie corporaUon Is 
our union and lU otllcm «ert 
themscjrea BOlely in our Interest aU 
the time. In practice, however, that 
Is no more the ewe In corporations 
than it Js In. iV, teamstcra' 
union. 

Eelf-lntercst Is a hJgWy developed 
trait in corporaW exccuUves and 
tho prevalent practice of voting 
themJelres liberal pensions through 
Kcecutive manipulations Is only one 
manlfesUUon. They olw vote thera- 
selfea bonuses and, rather than 
fight things out with tho labor 
unions in the Interest ot tho stock- 
holders, they moke desla with them 
wiilch cost us stockhDlders money. 

Some executive penilons run as 
high aa |flO,000 a yesr for men who 
hovo been drawing large salaries for 
decadco. They patiently explain that 
these pensions are octtioUy Just "de- 
ferred compensation" but thot would 
be a dodge around the Income tax. I 
do not wont my corporation to be 
a tax-dodger. Anr»"ay, I say I don't 
owe any of them anything of ter pay- 
night. 

But what can I do? Practically 
all the corporations whose stoclu 
are available and attractlvo to UB 
little oeople already have mode 
binding contracts with their execu- 
tives to pay them pensions after 
certain ages. If I buy a share of 
stock I have to agree to contribute 
toward pensions for men much bet- 
ter off than r ever will be. 

Thoy say they have (o provldtf for 
their old age and can't save any- 
thing toward that end because tuxes 
are so high. Z know. But It is the 
same with me and nobody In fixing 
to pay me a peasioa.^. 

I have a notice of a meeting of 
"stockholders" of Pnlvcrsal Pictures, 
Inc., in New York on March 11, 
which reveals o delicate refinement 
of this Interesting custom. 7t was 
proposed that the company agree to 
pay to the widow or the estate of 



an important executive <I.ODa 
week unUl Dec 31, isecr, in the de- 
plorable event of his death. 
^That could have meant that the 
widow* and orptiuis of the oommon 
man, who are reputed to own a 
great aggregate vaauHt ot our com- 
mon stocks, would have to pay this 
gentleman's widow or his estate 
1312.000 If he should die OQ Dec. 
31, this year, and tho terms of his 
employment contract do not even 
obUgo him to work full time for the 
company. 

I don't know whether this passed. 
Probably so. I happen to have no 
shares of Onlverool pictures hut I 
am not much better off In the few 
Istuea that I do own. , 

If my stocks take a dive, we tako 
the loss. But even U ve could de- 
duct the total loss, wo stlU would 
have lost our uvlngs, wouldn't we? 

I have »ad a proposal that a 
stockholders' ■ union, by majority 
vota, convert our dividends Into pen- 
sions by- .the some legal alchemy 
that convtrta "deferred oorapensa- 
tlon" Inta pensions. These stock- 
holders' pensions would be a de- 
ductible corporate expense and the 
companies would escape the In- 
come tax on these profits. 

That would stUl leave us Uablo . . 
Income taxes on the dividends as 
they come to us and to still another 
tax on the remainder, as our estates, 
when we die. 

But I don't look for ady relief 
along . this line. The only way Is 
to squirrel away our savings In 
currency. But most of^us are ' 
curable tuckers. 

We can't resist the Illusion of a 
six per cent dividend taking all the 
risk and the IfabUItles for pensions, 
even though we know that. In our 
hlghest brackets, added to our earn- 
ings, these dlvMflhds are cut down 
to four per cent, in many cases to 
two per cent, by the Income tax.

More Fotatoea 
Potato growers Indicated they will 
plant IBS.ODQ aores this year, 13 
per cent more than In 1SS3 but 
not a record. "The Increase Is ex- 
pected to be highest In the eastern 
part of the state, 

Qrowere were reported planning 
to plant 80.000 acrea of poUtoes. 
a 37 per cent Increase, IB per cent 
more dry beans and 10 per cent 
more dry peas.

Ihls action was taken, the agency 
aald. to prevent displacemeat of do- 
mestically-produced dairy products 
In the D, S. market at a tkne when 
the government Is buying large 
quantltea of dairy commodlUea un- 
der a farm price support prdgram. 

At-the present time, these dairy 
products are being Imported imder 
quotas. Butter, non-fat dried milk 
and high-fat malted milk . from 
abroad, already are barred. The 
action did not change Import quo- 
tas pennlttlng limited quantities of 
cheese to be brought in. 

The department is empowered by 
the defense production act to deny 
entry to dairy and some other farm 
ivoducta If such Imports vlU .Im- 
pair domestic production. Interfere 
with orderly-marketing a n d s t oring. 
6t result In unneceasary burdens or 
expenditures imder price support 
program.
